VANCOUVER, March 29.—Wil- 
liam Bagley, jail breaker and bank | 
robber, who late Saturday night | 
shot and critically wounded Detec- | 
tive David Maxwell of the Burnaby | 
police, is the object of one of the 
most intensive manhunts in the | 
history of the Pacific coast, and he 
has dectzred that he will never be 
taken alive. In a matter of fact 
tone and without any attempt at 
braggadocio, Bagley stated to Game 
Warden W. Cameron, of Ladner, 
whom he held captive for five hours | 
Saturday, that he would “shoot it 

out,” if cornered.

Absolut- 
ism is not popular in Canada, and is get- 
ting Jess popular rapidly. 


Premier Brownlee says, with reason, 
that he cannot state what his Government 
will do in the way of relief work until he 
finds out what the Dominion Government 
nds to do. This he hopes to find out 
when the proposed conference is held at 
Ottawa, at some future and unspecified 
date

INTEREST UP; WAGES DOWN 


A member of the British Columbia 
legislature created something of a scene 
the other day at Victoria, by proposing 
that the interest rates on government and 
municipal debentures be cut down to three 
per cent. The proposal was declared out 
ot order, as it deserved to be. A bargain 
5 a bargain, and the rate agreed upon is 
the rate that ought to be paid. If the pay- 
ing hurts, the public may be less clamor- 
ous in future for further borrowing when 
there is no real need for it and for projects 
that could well be done without 

But a good many people, and their 
number is steadily increasing, will be in- 
clined to go half way with the protesting 
member, and to agree that in regard to 
new issues of public securities the rates 
#hould be no higher in bad times than in 
good times. It certainly is inconsistent 
that governments can borrow cheaply 
when they should not borrow, but that 
the wages demanded for money loaned to 
them goes up at the moment the wages for 
labor go down. 

The responsibility for this is not to be 
thrust upon the banks, trust companies 
and loan companies. They are favorite 
targets for abuse, but they are not the 
parties actually responsible in this in- 
stance. It is the public, not these institu- 
tions, who ultimately absorb government 
issues. It is the individual buyér of such 
securities who demands his pound of flesh 
when governments are hard-pressed for 
money. And he demands it, and gets it, at 
the precise time when he cannot see and 
cannot find any other way to invest his 
money profitably or safely. Why govern 
ments should surrender to him in those 
circumstances is a mystery

ALBERTA THEME SHONE 

As has been mentioned, the Alberta 
theme was predominant and here in 
this exhibitior. was the. message of 
the province which Mr. Arthur Lismer 
said on his recent visit had never been 
properly convened to eastern Canada.
